Bartlett 
questioned Attorney George Mc- 
Gaughey what the situation . would 
be in event the Barney Nabor 40 
acres subdivision were annexed to 
the village in view of the fact that 
the Kelly tavern is included. 

McGaughey said there is plenty of 
legal decision to say that the tavern 
must 'be given its license. 

The present ordinance not only 
limits the number of tavern licenses 
but confines them to a certain area 
between Orchard and Lake st., and 
the Kelly tavern may be outside 
that area as well as exceeding the 
limit number. 

Attorney McGaughey also in- 
formed President Bartlett that the 
American Legion cannot sell liquor 
to outsiders on a club permit and 
the plan of the rilfe squad of that 
organization to produce a much 
needed income through that source 
is stopped. A formal statement in 
writing will be handed the presi- 
dent to that effect. 



President George Bartlett told 
members of the village board this 
week that he would seek a ruling by 
which the office of village treasurer 
would be removed from the neces- 
sity of election. 

' "We have a good treasurer now 
who knows her work thoroughly, 
and I don't think it is a good policy 
to be breaking in a new one every 
four year," said Bartlett regarding 
Mrs. Martha Hunter. 

The board attempted to lighten 
the task of counting meter collection 
when it recently purchased a coin 
counter for $183 to facilitate the 
counting of ■ pennies and nickels 
from the parking meters.

The state department of conser- 
vation is preparing for the 1949 
fishing and hunting seasons with 
the expectation that pressure upon 
the fish and wildlife resources of 
Illinois will be fhe heaviest ever 
known. Indications' are that the 700,- 
000 fishing smd -422,000 hunting li- 
censes issued for the 1948 season, 
which ended Jan. 31, 1949, will be 
exceeded tfh'is year. ■ 

Director Leonard Schwartz re- 
ports that 'his department's game 
farms have 17,400 ringneck phea- 
sants and 3,500 quail on hand. Some 
8,000 pheasants and 4,000 to 5,000 
quail will be kept for breeding 
stock, the remainder will be set 
free this spring to supplement na- 
tive birds. 

The fish division will put 20,000 
rainbow .and gome trout into the 
waters of northwestern Illinois this 
spring, and is planning to rescue 
game fish that may be stranded 
along the '.Mississippi river bottoms 
and release them in streams and 
lakes. Good bass fishing is predict- 
ed in Beaver Dam lake, in Macou- 
pin county, when the lake is open- 
ed to sportsmen about July 15. 

The .game management division 
has sent 250,00 seedlings to south- 
ern Illinois landowners for game 
cover planting. 

Forty deer have been captured in 
the Rock River valley, where they 
are becoming a problem, and set 
free in Shawnee National forest. '

A bill requiring cities to use 
parking meter revenues above the 
costs of enforcement to develop free* 
off-thc-street parking facilities will 
be sponsored in the Illinois legisla- ■ 
ture by the Chicago Motor Club,

motoring organization, announced 
today. 

Other measures in the Chicago ' 
Motor Club's six-point legislative' 
program for Illinois motorists seek-" 
to outlaw by Constitutional Amend' 
ment divisions of motorists' taxes 
to unrelated purposes, bans on speed 
traps, and extension of driver in- 
struction permits from 90 days to 
five months as an aid to driver 
training in high schools. 

Automobile insurance coverage 
for taxicobs and livery vehicles to 
the same limits as required of 
trucks, "Drivurself" vehicles, and 
carried by a majority of private pas- 
senger cars under the existing fi- 
nancial responsibility law will be 
sought in an amendment to the mo- 
tor vehicle law. 

Proposed anti-speed trap legisla- 
tion wouldr ban the use of speed 
traps in making traffic arrests, in- 
cluding all practices and mechanical 
or electrical devices for computing 
vehicular speeds by registering 
elapsed time in traveling a. measur- 
ed stretch of highway. By requiring 
officers to patrol the highways in 
plain viewi this bill would encour- 
age effective enforcement and safe 
driving, the Chicago. Motor Club 
contends.

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Price Control Isn't New 

There is nothing new about price control. At- 
tempts to fix prices by fiat can be traced back almost 
as far as recorded history. And in every case the re- 
sult has been failure. 

< As an example, the emperor Diocletian issued 

en edict fixing the price at which food and other com- 
modities could be sold. He went whole hog in an ef- 
fort to make the scheme work. In other words of the 
Chicago News, "The death penalty was prescribed 
for .black marketers, and a vast bureaucracy em- 
ployed to enforce the decrees. The breakdown of eco- 
nomic order followed in due course; prices rose as pro- 
duction fell. The emperor's remedy was exorbitant 
taxation. This accelerated the economic breakdown, 
and helped to pave the way for easy conquest by the 
barbarians." 

This has been the usual story of price control, 
in both ancient and modern times. And to believe 
that it would be any different in the future is to 
embrace a dangerous illusion. Under the competitive 
system, the price charged for anything in common 
use honestly reflects the cost of producing and sell- 
ing it, plus a small profit. How, in the name of logic, 
could we force a man to make something at a loss — 
oa; a merchant to stock and sell it at less than his cost? 

Worse than this, price control, with all it rami- 
fications, must regiment enterprise. It must be fol- 
lowed by wage control, control of the allocation of 
materials, control of anything and everything that af- 
fects the cost of doing business. A totalitarian econo- 
my is the inevitable result.

Coal Makes A Safety Record 

Every time a major accident occurs in a coal 
mine it makes headlines throughout the country. So 
the public naturally gains the idea that coal mining 
is an extremely dangerous occupation, in which little 
improvement has been made in many years. 



It is true that underground mining involves 
special hazards. But, year in and year out, the mine 
operators and other groups have been .working to 
minimize them, and they have had signal success. 

As evidence of this, the Bureau of Mines re- 
ports that the accidental death and injury rates in 
the nation's coal mines were the lowest in history 
lost year. The fatality rate was down to 1.40 per 1,000,- 
000 tons of soft coal mined. 

The industry takes many different approaches 
in its continuous effort to make mining safer. Im- ' 
proved machinery and mining techniques are among 
the most important. A great volume of knowledge 
exists on the causes of explosions and fires, and it 
finds its, reflection in proven safety rules. Fast-in- 
creasing mechanization of mining has had a double 
virtue — it has made a distinct contribution to safety, 
and it has greatly increased the miner's productivity 
and this helped to give him the record wages he now 
earns. Finally, the industry carries on intensive safety 
education work aimed at all its employes. 

This last has paid dividends. There can be no 
substitute, in coal mining or any other enterprises, for 
individual knowledge of safe practices. The miners 
and the operators are to be congratulated for their 
success in reducing the accident' rate — and for their 
determination to bring it down still farther.

"Robot" Medicine Care 

The president of the Medical Society of Kings 
County, New York, reflected the point of view of 
many thoughtful members of that profession when he 
said that "revolutionary" schemes for promoting me- 
dical security, which are now being advocated by 
some government officials, would" tend to create a 
"robot system" of medical care. He said that his group 
is opposed to nationalized health insurance because 
"we are fully cognizant that in countries where medi- 
cal care has been regimented the medical care is not. 
as thorough, that initiative and incentive for medical 
research has been stymied, and that setting up a cost- 
ly regimented system will jeopardize the personal, 
relationship of the patient and the physician." 

This is not simply a matter of opinion. It has 
been factually supported time and time again by the 
records made in various countries where regimented 
or socialized medicine has been tried. Science does 
not flower in a political climate. 

The case for government health insurance is 
without a sound foundation. Through the voluntary 
prepayment plans, millions of people are financially 
prepared for illness should it come and millions more 
have this protection avaiable if they wish it. The 
problem of caring for the fraction of the population 
which is actually indigent can be handled without 
creating another bureaucracy, and without taxing us 

billions a year to pay the cost. Nothing is ever "free" 
about government medicine — it is always excessively 
costly, as well as inefficient. The bill which is now 
being urged would be no exception to that rule.

The Governor desires to consti- 
tute a force representing approxi- 
mate equality between the two ma- 
jor parties, and then to remove the 
police permanently from partisan 
politics by legislation setting up a 
merit system for admission, tenure, 
nnd promotion. 

Fred K. Hoohler, state director of 
public welfare, has announced that 
his department's division of super- 
vision of delinquents and division 
of rehabilitation of women and girls 
will be consolidated, effective Mar.

The move is designed to remove 
politics from the welfare parole 
service, and to bring about in- 
creased efficiency and economy, 
Hoehlcr said. Fewer parole officers 
will be required under the new set- 
up, and the present force of about 
fifty officers will be reduced to 
thirty or thirty-five. 

The first fifteen bills passed by 
the 66th General Assembly — defici- 
ency appropriations totaling ap- 
proximately 46 million dollars — 
have been signed by Governor Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson.

Champlin's staff of officers in- 
cludes: L. D. Trabert, of filgin, vice- 
president; August Sindt, Downers 
Grove, secretary. The directors elec- 
ted wer£ Ben Frey, Crystal Lake, 
Irving Ccrmak, Zion, William Bend- 
er, Naperville, Rolland Stafford, 
West Chicago, and Otto H.' Grosse, 
Gary.

If your spouse or qualified depen- 
dent is too ill to go on a plane or 
train alone to a specified doctor or 
hospital and you and a nurse must 
accompany her, the expenses you 
pay for all three are incurred for 
the "mitigation and alleviation" of 
her suffering and are deductible 
against your income. 

But if you should hire someone 
to act both as practical nurse and 
housekeeper, the expenses must be 
allocated between the time spent on 
each duty, and only the expense of 
that portion for actual nursing is 
deductible. 

The money paid to nursemaids 
and baby sitters is strictly personal 
and does not qualify as medical ex- 
pense. 

You must be sure to deduct from 
the total medical expenses the 
amount of reimbursement received 
from any insurance or hospitaliza- 
tion payments. From the net figure 
you deduct 5% of the adjusted gross 
income on Line 6, Page 1 of white 
Form 1040, .and the balance repre- 
sents allowable medical expense. 
The 5% represents ordinary medical 
expense which is not deductible.
